Canada at TirE Centennial'. — There 
is every iadiciitiou tlmt Cauada will be 
■well-represeuted at the approaching 
Ceu^P^dnial Exhibilion in Philadel- 
phia. In ovory dopiufcment, metallur- 
gy, manufacturer, od.icatiou, sciouco, 
luacliiiiory, art, agticiiIturL', liorticul- 
tiiro, and othorH, the roprosoittatiou 
■will bo very complolu, thoii^di in some 
respects tho work of arrangement 
wofcild 'be grpatlj faeilifcated if intend- 
ing exhibitors would only pend iu 
their applications as soon as possible. 
Some time ago tho Advisory Board of 
Ontario sought tho asaistance of agri- 
cultural sooiotigg and others in order 
that the products of the field might 
be represeuted in the Qutario section 
by cottnties. The respt>nse to the ap- 
plication has not been as cordial as 
could be wished, and a second circu- 
lar has been issued urging still great- 
er activity for the purpose of eompass- 
ing so desirable an endr Great credit 
is doe fiO" the Dominion Premier and 
his colleigdes for the perfect and lib- 
eral arrangements which have been 
made for the transportation, accom- 
modation and safe keeping of tho 
articles to be placed on exhibition. 
The glass cases intended to contain 
such articles as require to bo inclosed, 
and the glass-covered counter.! on 
which they are to be displayed, will be 
made in Canada, and in such a way 
that they can be takou apurt aud packed 
together with ease. When the Ex- 
hibition is over they will be brought 
back to the capital to aid in the fitting 
up of a national museum at Ottawa. 
One special train from Ontario and 
another ^roai Quebso will . oarry the 
articles sent by these Provinces direct 
to Philadelphia. Tiioso from the 
maratime Provinces will be taken by a 
Government steamer, the crew of 
which will be employed in arranging 
the department, while the vessel will 
serve durinsr tho exhibition as a board- 
ing-housB for employes. The Govern- 
ment becomes responsible for the safe- 
ty of every article delivered by the 
proper time aud in proper condition.—

The news of the result of 'the elec- 
tion in Yiile District takes no one by 
Burprise here, save aucl except the 
members of the late Government and 
their few purblind adherents. Mr. 
Semlin (who sooms to be a conceited 
nobody) has been soundly trashed by 
his neighbors. A majority of 3 to 1 
is almost unprecodouted in this Pro- 
■vince, and only shows that the people 
of Yale, aa elsewhere throughout Col- 
umbia, thoroughly approve of the vote 
in the House by which a now and im- 
proved state of things was inaugurat- 
ed. It seems a pity that tbo lessons 
conveyed by the Victoria City and 
District elections were necessary to 
convince the fallen Ministers that they 
had fallen, indeed, low in public esti- 
mation. The loss of valuable time 
that might have been consumed in 
•wholesome legislation by the House is 
to be deplored; and yet— and yet we 
would not have had the taunt thrown 
in the faces of the earnest men who 
have been called to the head of affairs 
that they hold their places only 
through the suflrauco of their predc- 
oesBora. The gauntlet was thrown 
down .by Walkem & Co. and accepted 
by the-EUiiott Ministry. The latter 
haY« tnumpbed-; and the former have 
now* '.'to rMp'spt the result, bohave 
themitelves Hke men and fall into the 
Beform ranks as privates/ 1 

TtM ^%ptovf of Peace. 

"Peace-has its viotories as well as 
war.".. The truth' 61^ this £^^^ was 
neWr more forcibly shown than in the 
present financial condition of Germany 
and France.. Weighed down by the 
crushirig.war indemnity imposed by 
Germany, her cities dedtroyeS, her 
fields laid wastes and the -flower of the 
country cut off,' the .outlook of Prance 
Bis years ago was of the most gloomy 
and dispiriting character. Bntiaste.a^ 
of being crippled by the war itidetonity 
of two hundred millions of pounds, or 
the war debt of four hundred millions, 
not to mention individual losses, the 
resources of the country are so rich 
that a sum more than double that de- 
manded by Bismarck was forthcoming 
in one weak from the time of the fust 
call. The year that followed the close 
of the war was one of unexampled 
prosperity. The yield of the earth 
exceeded Ihat of any previous year; 
aud instead of there being an annual 
deficit in the revenue there has been a 
large surplus. The London "Times," 
in remarking upon this extraordmary 
state of affairs, says: — 

"It was OBtiniateJ that tlie indirfict 
taxes for 1875 would yield 1.953,078,000 
franca, but they have really brought in 
2,050,990,000, or an excess of 97,912,000. 
Even making allowance for the imposi- 
tion of new taxes aud for a change in the 
collection of the railway duties, wo tiud 
that the increase on tho receipts of 1871 
ia .140,074,000 francs, or moro than £5,- 
600,000. Nor does even that enormous 
iuoreaaa represent the real burden whish 
the oonntry seems able to carry. We 
mast make a comparison between the Im- 
perial Budget for 18G9 and tho Ropubli- 
oaa Budget for last year. Sovon yoar.s 
ago the ordinary and tho extraordinary 
rcvenae vas estimated at 1,847,000,000 
francs, or £73,880,000. It is calculated, 
as-onr Paris correspondent said soma 
•rime ago, that the total amount, collected 
this year will be 875.000,000 francs, or 
£35,000,000, more. Thus the French aro 
paying into the Exchequer considerably 
more than £100,000,000 a year. Nor can 
signs of distress bo detected byacompar- 
ison of the estimates with tho receii)tH. 
The sale of intoxicating drinks usually 
■bows, with melanuhol}c truth, what 
amount of money people have to spare, 
•hd the increase in the revenue from that 
Boaroe is not far short of a million pounds. 
The duties on tobacco, railway travoliu-j, 
and the trausfor of property, all seem to 
indicate a marked advanco in wealth. 
There is a falling-off iu some respocla.but 
it seems to be the result of a vicious fiscal 
system rather than of a decline in pros- 
perity. Something must bo said on tho 
other aide. M. Loon Say's Estimates for 
1875 woro framed, in the usual French 
fashion, on thoao of 1873, and therefore 
the inoroaae of revonuo is not so groat as 
it seems. Nor do wo yet know whether 
eren the vaHt reccijjts will balance tho 
vast ezpondituro. But wo know enough 
to BOO that tho national wealth is growing 
fast in spite of tho war and the indemni- 
ty. The largest revenue ever imposed on 
any people is borne by France without 
any ▼iiible discomfort. 

Commenting on the financial state 
of Germany tho "Times" further says: 
A very dififerent account of the nation 
wbiphiovertbrew France is' given by our 
Prnssian Oorrespondent. After the war 
Garmonv started on her course of unity 
with £200,000,000 of ready mone.y. Four- 
tlftha of tho amount were spent in mili- 
tary preparations to meet any attempt 
which the French might mako to regain 
tbeir lost power. To tho share of Prns- 
•ikiisalo'ne there fell £21,000,000, which 
■be spent wholly or partly in the re- 
demption of loans ond tho oonsitruction 
of military railroads. It would bo ea.,y 
to oonoeive more productive oxpeiidituro, 
bafcsOTast an outlay must, uovurtlieless, 
have' given a great impuleo to trade. 
Germany had, also, an advantage over 
France in her comparative freedom from 
the'^,9^rst ravages .^fn-.the ^war. Save in 
AlsM^'aad Ldrraine she- Uad' nb wasted 
flelda to sow,~ or ruined homesteads to 



repair, or streets to rebuild. If she, as 
well as France, had to strengthen or erect 
fortifications and to increase her army, 
the indemnity enabled her to do 6o freo 
of cost to herself. Yet in spite of all 
those advantages, the Ffossian; Budget is 
as unsatisfactory as the French is tho 
reverse. Although the Estimates for 1875 
had been made very low, there will, it is 
believed, be little or no surplus, and this 
year preparations ore made for a deficit of 
moro than £2,000,000. Our Prussian 
Oorrespondent explains that the loss will 
be oauaed by the decline in the value of 
those Labds Forests, Mines, and Bail- 
ways which belong to the State. Being 
thus directly engaged in commerce, it 
feels the chill of adversity moro quickly 
than it would do if it conflnod itself to 
tho collection of taxes. The increase in 
the cost of living will also compel it to 
raise the official Balaries/ and hence there 
will be a now outloy of i£250,00O, Alto- 
gether the Excheouer mnsfc' provide for a 
dedcit of £2,400,000. Qur Oorrespond- 
ent thinks that it will not bs difScnlt to 
make both ends meet by cutting down 
tho outlay on the Government railways 
aud by issuing Treasury Bonds. But next 
year no ouch economies can bo practised, 
and, if trade should not be rovivod, tho 
Qovornmont must either raise a loan or 
reduce its military expenditure. Thus wo 
see depression in the vibtoriohs country 
and prosperity in the conquered; dcficjts 
in tho one and surpluses in the other; 
France bearing her va.it fiscal burdens 
with greater ease than Prussia boars her 
oomparati\ely moderate taxes. Much of 
the advantoge on tho side of France, no 
doubt, comes from hor inoxhaustablo na- 
ural reaonroes. Her soil is a marval of 
fertility, while that of Prussia is generally 
poor. Tho political geographers of Prince 
JBisraarck's country suggest, we believe, 
tho Prussians would never have settled in 
so forbidding a territory if there had not 
been a deplorable lucik of good maps some 
thousands of years ago. Much of tho 
proiperity of Franco must also be attri- 
buted to the amazing thrift of her people, 
who would save money out of wa^o-s 
which would scarcely snfBce to keep 
English labourers off tho pauper roll. Tho 
hoards of tho French peasantry greatly 
helped to pay oil tho war indemnity, to 
repair their own losses, aud to start them 
afresh on the way of prosperity. A stim- 
nlus to the national genius for thriftiness 
was also given by the tremendous fine of 
£200,000,000, and by the determination 
to place France in her proud old position. 
She owes much, likewise, to a succession 
of good harvests. But all those facts do 
not aullieo to explain why tho one country 
should bo going forward in prosperity as 
fact as the other is going back, and for 
the real cause of the decline in Prussia 
we must look to the military system of 
Germany. That system, as wo have often 
pointed out, is tho most costly in the 
world. By sending to the drill-ground 
for years ail her pr miising youth, by 
taking her most accomplished young men 
from the university, from the learned 
professions, from the factory or the labor- 
atoiy to fill the ranks of her army, she 
causes a greater interruption of trade, and 
lays a heavier burden on the nation, than 
that which the coat of tho war lias impos- 
ed on Franco. In France, also, tho eon- 
scription is heavy, but, besides that slio 
has fur moro natural riches than hor ri- 
val, sh9 takes greater care to prevent her 
system of recruiting from iuterfering 
with industry. In Germany all other in 
terosts aro sacrificed to the needs of the 
greatest army ever supported by any 
State. The intellect of the nation is sot 
to do military work with such vigour that 
civil pursuits are sensibly suffering. 
Trade is sacriflcod in order that tho 
country may bo covered with troops drill 
od to the precision of machines. Mill 
tary railways are made without regard to 
commercial necessities. So crushing is 
tho blood tax that crowds of tho most 
stalwart peasantry and the most skilful 
artisans aro crossing tho Atlantic, in spite 
of the depression of trade iu America; 
and, so soon as prosperity shall return to 
the United States, the emigration from 
Germany may be multiplied two or throe- 
fold. Such is the price at which Ger- 
many has bought the military dictator- 
ship of Europe. Count jfoltko has 
warned her she may have to defend for 
fifty years tho position she won in less 
than ono. But that is the dream of a 
mere soldier, and we are sure that it is 
not shared by Prince Bismarck. He 
must know that such a conscription as 
Germany now endures she cannot bear 
for fifty years. She cannot boar it for 
ten. The burden is so enormous that, if 
it be not lightened, she will be teciptod 
to make war in order that she may fight 
a way to general peace and disarmament.

One morning, recently, he discovered 
that one of his little girls had the dip- 
theria, badly. He tried several remedies 
at hand, but the child grew rapidly 
-worse. Asa last resort lie loUcwed the 
instructions he had read in this paper, 
and in four hours from the time of tho 
application the child's throat was better, 
while the meat was turned perfectly 
green and putrid. He removed tho first 
ipieoe and applied a seoond piece. By the 
nexb morning the improvement was so 
caarke4 t;hat the bhild was enabled to en- 
dure the fatigues of a trip to Victoria, 
where she perfectlj recovered her health 
and started for homo yesterday. No 
doubt the same plan might be followed 
•withisaooess by families to prevent as 
well as onre the dread disease. 

Past Ga.8 Meteks. — A number of gas 
meters in Brooklyn, N. Y., have recently 
been tasted and found fast, some .10 per 
cent, and dtbers more. Tbe result is that 
severisi demands for rebate have been 
made on the Gas Company. In one case 
a prominent builder found his meter, 
which he had used for nine years, to be 
13 per cent, too fast, and demanded re- 
bate for that time. Tho Company offer- 
ed rebate for five months, which he re- 
Insed, and threatened to sua tot $160. A 
merchant in the city has an unsettled de- 
mand for 10 per cent, rebate on a large 
bill. Tho cases croato oonaidorablo in- 
terest in Brooklyn and Now York City, 
and the gas companies are gensrally re- 
garded with suspicion.

Yesterday was a great day for Esqui- 
mau town, for it witnessed.the first Etep 
towards a realization of the dream of all 
true Esquimaltera for the last 18 years. 
'•Eope'defoiftea^'Mf i8i6aidiJ''inaketh.the 
heart siok." ' Certainly the "hope" of the 
people of Esquimau has boon long "de- 
ferred;" but who will venture to libel 
thot patient little community by saying 
that their hearts grew faiiit as year by 
year slipped away, as government after 
government came and went, as pronaises 
after promises woro made but to bo brok- 
en ? Through all the vicissitudes inci- 
dental to Provincial life— the rise aud 
fall of property — tho loss of trade- 
through, oven, tho long, dark period of 
the Groat Panic, which ruined thousands 
aud almost dopopuloted the country — tho 
town of Esquimau, strong in tho faith 
that, where Nature had done so much 
towards producing a site man would 
some day supplement Nature's effort and 
build a dry dock, has. quietly ':bi4od. her 
time." It would seem as if that "time" 
has at last arrived ;that the step taken yes- 
terday will be followed by others equally 
important until there shall exist at Es- 
(juiraalt a graving dock of sulfio^e^t ca- 
pacity to accommodate the largest iron- 
clad of Hor Majesty's fleet. 

Thotis Cove, the site of '. the proposed 
dry dock, is situated betwdfih the town of 
Eaquimalt projior and tho Naval Dock- 
yard. It is a natural basin, enclosed on 
two sides with trap rock walls, between 
which tho tide ebbs aud flows, aflbrding 
a mean depth of IS) feet at high water. 
The eastern wall of the basiu is, more 
properly speaking, a huge rook, dignified 
with the title of Thetis Island, on which 
tho Imperial Govornmeut, a good many 
years ago, erected throe warehouses of 
moderate dimensions. Tho wostorn wall 
is a sharp rocky promontory, which 
forms tt splendid natural breakwater or 
protection for tho basin from tho 
inroads of the water of the harbor. To 
the south lies a fine beaoh backed by a 
few acres of land easily excavated. Look- 
ing northward ono's gazo moots tho waters 
of the magniflonnt harbor of Eaquimalt; 
the finest harbor (with the exception of 
San Francisco Bay) from Capo Horn to 
the North Pole on the Pacific side of the 
continent. Aorosa the entrance to the cove 
— that is from Thetis Island to the rooky 
promontory on the. opposite side — the 
cofferdam will be ereSted by Eeed Bros. 
& Co. of London, the contractors, at a 
cost of 859,792. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday p. m. 
there were gathered on Thotis Island and 
on tho shores of the basin some 00 or 80 
persons, attracted thither by a desire to 
witness the ceremony of placing the agent 
of tbe Qontraotora in possession. The 
weather was delightful." Tho sun ohone 
apijrovingly on the scene, and the roads 
loading to the Cove woro in good travel- 
ing condition. We observed there Hon. 
A. C. Elliott, Hon. T. B. Humphreys, 
Hon. F. G. Vernon, (Chief Commi.ssionor 
of Lands <fc Wo.rks) representing the Ex- 
ecutive Council, Mr., Bennett,. 0., .£,, re- 
presenting Kinippio & Morris; {ho engi- 
neers who drow the dock plans; Mr. 
Dawson, 0. E., agent and engineer of 
Baed Bros . Co. ; Capt. Harris, li. N.; 
Mr. Innes, R. N., Dr. Coats, R. N., Dr. 
Rodforn, R. N.; Hon. Dr. Trimble; Mr. 
Fisher and Mr. Williams, M. P. P.'s for 
Esquimalt; Messrs. Vowell and Morrison, 
M. P. P.'s; Col. Houghton, Messrs. J. 
Bosoowitz, C. Morton, Wilby, K. Macken- 
zie, Dobbin, Solleck, Howard, C. Wal- 
lace, C. Bossi, J. l)wyer,R. Howell, W, 
Lorimer, P. D. Forbes and J. W. Wil- 
liams. 

The central figures, of course, were the 
Chief Commissioner and Mr. Dawson. 
The latter gentloman, having been for- 
mally placed in possession by .the Chiof 
Commissioner, the .parties present pro- 
ceeded lo examine the Cove and sur- 
roundings and admire tlie splomlid natur- 
al advantages proaouted for a gravi ng dock. 
There woro several citi;2ons of Estiuimalt 
present who had grown gray while wait- 
ing for dock work to begin. Auiongst 
them was Wm. Rothwell, whose little 
cottage overlookq-Tttetifl CoY,e^d whose 
rear fence ran for about 100 feet along 
the easterly shore of the cove. Learning 
that this fence obstructed tho view of the 
engineers, Rothwoll seized an ax and inr- 
proved tho occasion with a short speech: 
"Gentlemen," quoth ho, "I've waited 
eighteen years for thys dock to coni- 
menoe! Your presenoe here to-day con- 
vinces me that I have not waited in vain. 
Now, gentlemen, Thetis Cove ia public 
property. Whore the public weal is coa- 
cornod, is it right— is it proper — is it do- 
ing the square thing to allow private 
iutorosts to stand in tho way? [A chorus 
of voicei — "No-o-ol"] Well, then, gen- 
tlemen, is it right — is it doing the square 
thing— to allow a blarsted fence to stand 
in the way of these gontlomon's view ? 
I Another chorus — No o-o!J Then, gentle- 
men, with your permission I shall pro- 
ceed to business." And to business the 
sturdy old Briton i^rooooded with his ax, 
and never paused until ha had leveled 
the entire line of fence with the ground. 

After this little speech and incident, 
which created much amusofnont, the 
party spent some time in examining tho 
locality, rot\irniug to Victoria about five 
o'clock. Wo understand from Mr. Daw- 
son that ho will proceed at onco to the 
construction of the necessary buildings 
and apparatus for carrying on the great 
work, and that in the course of two or 
throo weeks ho oxpects to have his pre- 
parations completed for tlio commonce- 
mont of tho long-proniisod dam.

Wo trust Post Ollioe Inspector 
Wallace will consider .this matter and see 
if he cannot make- arrangements so that 
under similar circumstances we may re- 
ceive our mails with at least moderate 
dispatch.

There 
it was found that she had some three foot 
of water in hor hold, which did not re- 
cede, and tho infcronce drawn was that 
the leak had closed and that no serious 
damage had been sustained. A pile 
which had got adrift, and at the time of 
the aooident resembled a buoy about 60 
feet from tho rock, misled tho captain of 
the Grappler, who imagined that the pile 
denoted tho locality of the rock; giving 
tho pile an easy berth tho Grappler, 
therefore, ran hard on the rock.

— The Sen- 
ate Pacific Railway Committee had a 
full meeting this morning and took 
into ognslderation ;the " propp^iUon to 
conatruot'the Pacific Railvray" on 32rd 
parallel of latitude. Very warm in- 
terest was manifested by the Com- 
mittee on tho Texas Pacific railway 
prospectus as presented by Col. Scott;

The proposition of J. G. Fair is un- 
der consideration.
